April 15, 1960. is the last date! 
individuals can file a timely Fed­ 
eral income tax return for the cal­ 
endar year 1959. 
Tile law indicates that the re­ 
turn must be filed, that is, in the 
hands pf the District Director, by 
April IS. However, in the past the1 
Revenue Service has announced 
that a return which is mailed with 
an April 15 post-mark will be con­ 
sidered properly filed even though 
it is not delivered to the Revenue 
Service until the following day. 


It is best to file in plenty of 
tim e to m eet the April 15 dead­ 
line so that you don’t have to 
worry about last - m inute over­ 
sights. 
Some taxpayers mpy not have 
information needed to file a com­ 
plete return by the deadline. In 
such case, write the District Di­ 
rector well before April 
15 re­ 
questing an extension of tim e to 
file your return, giving the reason 
why you cannot file on time. You 
will be charged interest on any tax 
you owe after the due date, but if 
you have an extension, no penalty 
will be assessed. 
After your return reaches the 
District Director's office it will 
eventually be checked for m athe­ 
m atical accuracy. 
If you have made an error, the 
District Director will send you an 
explanation together with either a 
bill or a refund depending on 
whether you figured too little or 
too much tax. 
If you should receive such a no­ 
tice and either don’t agree or don’t 
understand, write the D istrict Di­ 
rector for more information. 
Your return will also be re­ 
viewed to determ ine whether it 
should be examined by a Revenue 
Agent. Ordinarily only those re­ 
turns which have doubtful or sus­ 
picious items are e x a m i n e d 
closely. 
If your return is examined and 
additional tax proposed, you have 
the right to ask for a reconsidera­ 
tion of the change if you do not 
agree with it. If you are not sat­ 
isfied with a decision made in your 
District D irector’s office, ask the 
director for the address of his 
Regional Commissioner to whom 
you m ay appeal. 
Ordinarily the Internal Revenue 
Service has three years from the 
time you file your return in which 
to charge you additional tax. But 
if you m ake a fraudulent return, 
or if you fail to file a return, ac­ 
tion can be taken by the Revenue 
Service at any tim e to collect the 
tax and penalties. 
E xcep t for farm ers, April 15, j 
1960, is also the due date for fil­ 
ing the D eclaration of E stim ated 
Tax (F orm 1040-ES) for 1960 and 
paying the first installm ent of tax 
due thereon. 
Farm ers who exp ect to receive 
at least two-thirds of their gross 
incom e for 1960 from farm ing m ay j 
w ait until Jan. 15, 1961, to file 
the r D eclaration. 
In order to determ ine whether! 
you must file a Form 1040-FS on! 
April 15, follow whichever of the | 
two rules shown above is applic-j 
able: 
1. If you expect to receive in-1 
come of more than $100 not sub­ 
ject to withholding, you must file 
a Form 1040-ES if your estim ated 
gross income exceeds $600 times
